Together with 
her novel Spinster, and her auto- 
biography I Passed This H'flf, 
Sylvia Ashton- Wat ner’s Teacher 
(£2.95) is belug reissued this week 
by Virago. 

. Published first in 1963, this in- 
spiring account of her revolutionary 
methods of teaching Maori children 
to read has had considerable influ- 
ence on teachers* practice both in 
the United States and Britain. Her 
idea of using children’s “key 
words ”, drawn from their inner 
fears and tensions, in place of the 
Stilted vocabulary of most early 
reading books, appealed strongly to 
many infant teachers bent on 
hastening Janet and John to eui 
early grave. And her view that 
children should write their own first 
story books is now much less start- 
ling than it was when she began 
her pioneering work in New Zea- 
land back in 1937. 

For the new edition (not the first 
itl paperback, as the blurb claims— 
Penguin had it on thoir list for a 
while), Virago have commissioned 
an introduction from Dora Russell, 
to add to the original glowing testa- 
ment from Sir Herbert Read. In it 
she attempts to link Sylvia Ashton- 
Warner’s achievement with what 
she and Bertie fwhen he was there) 
were trying to do in tlieir progres- 
sive school Beacon Hill halt a cen- 
tury ago. 

This seems a little fanciful. What- 
ever the Russolls achieved— which 
was undoubtedly quite a lot — they 
were not, as Sylvia Ashton-Waruer 
was, having to struggle within the 
state system, with a group of 
children tfho were not part of tho 
dominant culture, and whose family 
lives were often chaotic (“Their 
attention span is about 10 minutes, 
their voices are like wild bulls”, 
she says of a now bunch of five- 
year-olds.)

The logic of the Government’s economic 
policy argues r lint interest rates can 
only be reduced if public borrowing is 
restrained.

universities will be equal (or dealt 
with equally) in the financing of 
scientific research ? And having laid 
down the principle, hnw and by 
whom are the awkivard choicos to 
be made Universities and their 
academics, logics! as they are, may 
readily accept the principle of 
selectivity but then, irrational like 
die rest of us, will resist the idea 
that selectivity should rob their own 
institutions of funds. 

It would be simpler if universities, 

E roud of • their autonomy, were 
etter equipped to make rational 
decisions about their strategy for 
the future. Perhaps the most strik- 
ing proof of this failure is the 
difficulty which has arisen within 
the University of London about the 
organization of the medical schools. 
Earlier this year, a committee under 
Lord Flowers (vide supra) argued 
that the 12 distinct medical bchools 
within • the unf verity 1 ; should bo 
reduced in number to six, partly by 
closure and. partly- by amalgamation 
(or, as some said, shotgun marriage). 

At the time. I was uneasy about 
the Flowers plan for two reasons— 
that it was based oit the assumption, 
for which there is no long-term 
justification, that London must pro- 
gressively become a less important 
centre of medical education and 
that the Argument for reducing the 
number of medical students was 
innocent of .a view of how medical 
education shonld be carried out. 

But at least tbe Flowers plan was 
a plan.- -Last week, however; tho 
university' senate accepted that ft 
should not be .implemented to. the 
detriment of those .-medical schools

Australia 

Private fees 
paid by 
one in five

SYDNEY 

A record number of Australia’s 
three million pupils now attend pri- 
vale fee-paying schools in prefer 
ante to government schools. / 

Figures released by the Austra- 
lian Bureau of Statistics show that 
the number of children attend- 
ing private school* rose by 12,000 
last vear to just ovcr‘G30,0Q0. In the 
tr.me period ihe nbmbcr attending 
povemuenr schools fell by 18,000 — 
or ilium l l per cent. 

This moans that 21 per cent of 
nil pupil? now attend private 
schools— a figure which is being 
quoted as evidence l hot A usi rail iiii 
pjiroius believe iheir cliildren will 
get a better education in ‘private 
bclmnls. 

However, a spokesman for the 
Education Dcpartmaui said this was 
pure surmise. Without research lu- 
lu the reasons for the changes It 
vw»s premature to ascribe them to 
any one factor, be said. 

The changes could reflect shifts 
in the pattern of population. The 
itispronoriiottate increase in Hi imam 
t'litliohc school enrolments could

Survey points to slow crumbling of 
social barriers over 20 years

Social barriers in West German 
universities and at work have been 
broken down considerably during 
the last 20 years, according to n 
recent study commissioned by the 
Ministry for Education and Science. 

A . study of about 33,000. men and 
women between the ages of 19 and 
30 revealed that:

Private business absorbs about 40 
ner cent of graduates, nnd one- 
fifth of them move into jobs pre- 
viously held by a person without 
university training, a reflection tyf 
the degree to which 'modernization 
causes required qualifications to be 
upgraded. 

But Ms Winfried Schlaffke, educa- 
tional expert of the Institute of the 
Gorman Economy* complains that 
the universities fail to prepare 
graduates for the rcnlitic-s of work- 
ing life. 

A survey of 400 business firms 
showed .the most common, complaint 
about newly-hired graduates was 
their unrealistic expectations of 
income and possibilities of advance- 
ment and difficulty in adapting to 
the realities of the working place 
“ suph as punctuality.” 

Engineers come out the univer- 
sities best equipped to go to work, 
according to the institute, with 
economists, lawyers, and thoso 
schooled :inr the natural and social 
sciences being ranked in descending

Report warns of 
growth in 
science ‘illiteracy’

President told all pupils should learn

An overwhelming proportion of the 
American population is drifting 
■toward virtual scientific and tech- 
nological illiteracy ”, warns a gov- 
ernment report on the state of 
tdence education m the United 

^The study was conducted jointly 
by the Education Department (ED) 
end the National Science Foundation 
(NSF) on orders from President 
Carter (TES, April 4). It has two 
Hpsrste sections, one dealing with 
teslc science education for the 
uneral population, and the other 
nidi the specialist education- of pro- 
fessional scientists and engineers. 

Tha first part, which focuses on ' 
the decline of science in American 
secondary schools, makes the. more 
depressing reading. It is made parti- 
cularly gloomy by the way it echoes 
Un month's report by the Commis- 
tati of the. Humanities, which found

u languages, literature and history 
vu also deteriorating (TES, Octo- 
ber 17). The decline seems to cover 
the whole spectrum of -the school 
curriculum. 

The second -part, on specialist 
tcience and engineering edu- 
cation, Is more optimistic. Stan- 
dards In university science and 
taf bearing departments remain 
high, the report says, despite a 
unttage of up-to-date laboratory 
equipment and, in some fields, of 
icsdemlc staff. (Potential university 
tMcners are being lured away bv 
tne fatter salaries and mbre mod- 
eft] facilities in industry.) . 

At present the United States doej 
not nave enough engineers arid- com- 
puter scientists to. satisfy 'the' 
i rapidly growing demand for their 
wtices but protections by the 
ftaF and ED indicate that this 
Manpower shortage will be over by 

The’ educational ; gap ’ hetweeii 
specialists and the large 
majority who leave school or col- 
JW with onlv the; most- rudfmen- 
ltr 7.9obons of science, ' mathema- 


tics, and technology portends 
trouble in the decades ahead ”, 
the report warns, because it 
“means that important national de- 
cisions involving science and tech- 
nology will be made Increasingly 
on tne basis of Ignorance and mis- 
understanding ”. 

The study contrasts the declining 
emphasis on science and mathe- 
matics in American schools with 


the “ vigorous training *' in these 
fields provided by Japan, West 
Germany and the Soviet Union for 


all their citizens. 

In Japan, national guidelines call 
for 25 per cent of classroom time in 
lower secondary schools to be de- 
voted to mathematics and science, , 
and nearly all college-bound stu- 
dents take three scientific and four 
mathematical subjects at high 
school. 

'“The overall picture in Germany 
is one of a very high level of 
science and mathematics literacy 
among college graduates as well as 


standing among the general popu- 
lation.” All Soviet children have to 
complete five years of physics, 
four of chemistry and up to four of 
biology ; calculus, taken by half a 
million Americans in the last year 
of high sohool Or in college, is part 
of the School curriculum for five 
million Russians. 

Only one third of tlie United 
States 1 school districts require 
their graduates to take more than 
one ' year of science and mathe- 
matics, the report says, l.ike the 
Commission on the Humanities, it 
claims that the current emphasis 
on basic skills has made matters 
.worse:' . . 

** Science is not generally viewed 
as * basic *, So its role is diminished 
in . such .. programmes, while the 
‘ basic*' skill Involved ■ In mathe- 
matics is only simple computation. 
Problems arise, when the acquisi- 
tion ■ of r basic skills * becomes the 
'curriculum, rather than simple ,a 
foundation upon which students can 
build their ability to deal with 
more complex situations and prob- 
lems.”

Data processing ought to be taught 
as a subject like any other, and all 
French children should learn it, 
according to a report submitted to 
the President of France, M. Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing last week. 

Professor Jean-Claude Simon, 
author of the report The Education 
and Computerization of Society, 
founds his conclusion on “ the indis- 
putable socio-economic fact ” that 
society has entered an era of com- 
puterization in which machines are 
not only complementing man's work, 
but also replacing him in a number 
of jobs. It is therefore most Import- 
ant, he Bays, that ail should learn to 
use this new tool. 

But he maintains that it is not 


enough to learn just how to push 
buttons on a computer. Pupils should 
understand the new way of thinking 
which computerization has in tra- 
duced to everyday life. “ Data pro- 
cessing,” says the report, “ is quite 
distinct from computer techniques ”. 
It is a new way of thinking which 
covers all domaiues of knowledge, 
scientific and literary, too Important 
to be left in the hands of a few 
specialists. 

School is die obvious starting 
place, says the report, and it recom- 
mends a much wider role for data 
processing in education. Professor 
Simon rejects its introduction to 
the nursery schools, but hopes to 
see it in primary schools. 

He envisages a place for it as a 
subject In the baccalaurdut and the 
creation of an exam! nation for 


teachers entering secondary and 
lycde teaching, The subject should 
be reflected in all sectors of educa- 
tional life, including the universities 
and grande icoles , some of which 
could specialize in it. 

Since this will dbviously take 
time to set up. the report proposes 
as an intermediate step the gradual 
introduction of courses open to all 
pupils in the colleges (die first stage 
of secondary education) and the 

The report is in line with current 
French technological education, 
which includes a programme to 
introduce 10.000 microcomputers in 
Jpcdes by 1986 (TES, May 9). 'How- 
ever, thU programme is seen more 
as a means of transmitting informa- 
tion in all subjects, than a new 
subject in itself. 


Soviet Union 

Western IQ tests 
can be useful

The methods and theories oE 
French educational experts who 
specialize in IQ and other tests 
could be of value to Soviet educ- 
tors,' according to a report from 
the Moscow State University. 

Admitting that tests oE some 
sort are necessary to monitor the 
cognitive activities of children as 
they grow up, Ms E. K. Antova 
stresses that such control can be 
improved by studying the condi- 
tions in which tests- are carried out 
in the teacher-pupil interaction 
system. , . , 

The Soviet report, which traces 
tlie history and development of 
testing in France since the beg in- 
ning of this: .mtuijy. .claims tluj 
die influence, of MWrxiat ideas In 
education ; and psychology Is now 
strong throughout . the world. ; 

The implication of the research 
programmes now current in Moscow 
State and other centres ill the 
USSR, however, is that even the 
Soyjet scholars have something to 
learn from Western methods and 
ideas in this field, even If it « 
only to get to know what not to do.

Whiir Is an ombudsman — and would such 
a service make any difference to child- 
ren? Strictly, it is Swedish for spokes- 
man or representative. But it has been 
liberally interpreted and developed by 
numerous countries, including Bril am. 

Depending on where yon live, an 
" ombudsman ” could be an investigator, 
administrator diplomat, publicist, advo- 
cate, even n law enforcer — all, ostensibly, 
i,n behalf of the citi/cn. Popularly, an 
ombudsman's task is assumed to be the 
investigation of a citizen's complain of 
injustice by some public body — a local 
or health authority, a government depart- 
ment — and trying to put mutters right. 

Britain's ombudsman services or com- 
missions (parliamentary, health and 
local) do little for children.' A mere 9 
per cent of complaints that go to the 
Wnbudsmnn directly relate to children, 
iv ho incidentally make up 28 per cent 
«.r the pnpiilniion. The local ombudsmen 
-^titcrc are six for the United Kingdom — 
<itn recall only one child compluinaiir. 

The restrict Ions that surround educa- 
tional complaints, for example, are such 
that few of any consequence go through 
the omhudsmiicliifle. No internal school 
nr rullegc matters can he invest igated. 
Conduct, curriculum, organization, man- 
agement and discipline issues arc all 
vxrludcd. The. most common .complaints 
are about schnoi-pfncc allocutions and 
iiSsisianco with fees (to private school or 
for transport costs). 

.. The British system is about the most 
.rtf.iriclive in the world. The English 
local ombudsmen work under a represen- 
tative body comprising the local authori- 
ties themselves. ■ Complainants have nor- 
mally to go via a local councillor rather 
Than make direct contact. The arena of 
investigation is heavily circumscribed. 

There Is no legal power to force an 
.authority to put mutters right, or to 
thnnge Its ways. The ombudsmen have 
nn inadequate budget — being reduced in 
line with local government cutbacks. 
v . In consequence, there lias always been 
dissatisfaction among a significant num- 
ber of complainants— iao many delays, 
too little power to set matters straight, 
tco much Indifference and unresponsive- 
. ness by local authorities. A 19BO survey 
bv the lawyers* group' JUSTICE con- 
firmed the dissatisfaction. Ir also revealed 
Hint most complainants ore middle-class, 
wr-JI-off and into middle age. 

The ombudsmen would like things to 
be different. They support many of the 
JUSTICE report’s recommendations. 
Some; they themselves originally recom- 
mended— -notably the power to look at 
v/hat goes on .inside schools, and for the 
right of direct access;, But there is scant

There is now a serious debate 
beginning on whether Britain should 
have a children’s ombudsman. 
Rick Rogers explores some of the 
issues, and looks at what Other 
countries have been doing 
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projects, local and national lobbying 
formation and advice. & n ‘ 

Central to its work is the commitment 
to strengthen and initiate better 
of representing children— in care ml 
ceedings, court hearings, school*, W 
tals, hostels. That means taking on i«i 
cases to challenge existing unsatisfactory 
legal interpretations and to clarify damae 
mg ambiguities. There will be efforts 
to set up codes of practice for local 
authorities — and others— to work to when 
dealing with children. 

Other well-promoted ideas include a 
Minister for Children, an Under-fives 
Minister, more effective use of parliamen- 
tary lobbies or panels, and a Children's 
Commission on the lines of the Equal 
Opportunities Commission. 

A further suggestion is for new-style 
family '-.courts, to handle all cases on 
children and family issues. These, it is 
proposed, should have what are con- 
fusingly termed “ local ombudsmen" 
attached, to ensure children are full; 
represented.

But beyond this it seeks to demonstrate how 
these in turn relate to American revolution- 
ary principles,' to the emergence of a capi- 
talist economy, to industrialization and to 
American expansionism. As can be imagined, 
with such a scheme, its vices are inevitably 
aspects of its virtues. Its attempt at compre- 
hensiveness results, unavoidably, in a some- 
what peremptory version of native cultural 
energies, a simplified model of social dyna- 
mism and a moralistic tone which insuf- 
ficiently justifies itself in historical terms. 
None of which is incapacitating. The tendrils 
connecting tlic prejudice with which white 
Americans reacted to blacks or Indians and 
their growing contempt for a rising pro- 
letariate is instructive and largely convinc- 
ing. 

Vrofessor Takaki identifies three " iron 
cages ” which confined the self and subdued 
the spirit : republican ideology, bureau- 
cratic capitalism and an imperialistic pra- 
tensioi). These animating ideas generated 
their own myths, assumptions and political 
exigencies. They shaped the nature not only 
of rhetoric but also of the moral imagin- 
ation. Clearly the process whereby the groups 
required to generate the motor force for 
American expansion were displaced, expelled 
from the body politic as from the land, re- 
quired moral justification and a supporting 
rhetoric. But what is less clear is whether 
this was rooted in a real conviction, or 
whether it was invoked as a patent and con- 
scious rationalization. And though he in- 
cludes several interesting case studies 
(Thomas Jefferson, Benjamin Rush and 
Alfred Mahon among them) ha never really 
penetrates the individual or national psy- 
chology. 

What he does offer is n view of the domin- 
ant culture. We learn little from the book 
of acts of resistance, of the reality of the 
dense and complex cultural and social life of 
the various minority groups of which it 
treats. So that while the deformations of 
American idealism can be seen as a decline 
from a moral norm (though one stained with 
historical ambiguity) it is less easy to assess 
the degree to which these rationalizations 
were the product of a failure of perception 
and knowledge rather than morality. To be 
sure there was a vested interest in project- 


ing the black as illiterate and shiftless, tlia 
Indian as brutal and barbaric, and the 
Chinese as cunning ; was this the result of 
a wilful blindness, a calculated and cynical 
distortion, or a simple ignorance ? The effect 
is the same ; the moral and cultural meaning 
very different. 

The subtext of tihe book suggests a parai 
nold view of histojy — history as vast infer, 
locking conspiracy. This is, perhaps, aq 
inevitable consequence of a methodology 
which sees history as “organic” and which 
wishes to approach “ American society as a, 
total structure”. But the absence of somq 
indication of the nature, range and strength 
of the black, Indian or Chinese culture loaves 
the reader badly placed to examine the 
motives, test the rhetoric, or assess thq 
validity of those whose ‘ response tq 
America's minority groups was first to rid(, 
cule or denounce and then to exploit, expel 
or annihilate them. 

This is not inadvertent on Professor 
Takaki’s part, however. He confesses that hq 
ha9 “ focused on the culture-makers and 
policy-makers, on the white men in positions 
of influence and power”. He is Interested In 
those who define the myths no loss than this 
realities of a country which lived Its history 
self-consciously. He is concerned with the 
process whereby as America grew physically 
so it betrayed the platonic ideal with which 
U began. It John Loclto had offered n potont 
and central image when he observed that "In 
the beginning of all the world was America” 
then Takaki is interested in the loss, of 
American Innocence. It is a valuable approach 
and there is a limit to tlio scope of any book 
but there' is a risk that the cultural groups 
of which lie speaks will be relegated to tha 
same subsidiary role in his book that he 
accuses American political and industrial 
figures of doing in fact. 

Andrew Jackson was clearly right in 
recognizing that how whites conducted them* 
selves In their relations with Indians had a 
definitional influence on national Character. 
Indeed he migglit well havo extended this to 
include all minority groups. The irony, of 
course, was that this was a moral test which 
the nation, no less than Jackson himself, 
failed. Why this should be so and how 
American ideology accommodated itself to 
this failure is in large part the subject of 
iron Cuge.

One of the side effects of the big 
educational reports is the ripple of 
s (nailer books that succeeds them ; 
a$ commentary, opposition, expan- 
sion or exposure. Primarn Educa- 
tion: Issues for the Eighties is in the 
expansion category, dt-curding to ihe 
editor, who has collected 16 shore 
essays, by different authors, on 
some of ilie .issues discussed in the 
HMI national primary survey. With 
one exception the tone of the essays 
is cntni, thoughtful, eminently 
reasonable. But binding these polite 
chunks of prose together does not 
mnlce them into a hnnlc in nny real 
sense, even though the editor has 
sprinkled each chapter with Jittle 
advertisements (in bracken) far 
other chapters in tho book. More- 
over, unlike Perspectives an Plow- 
men, which followed the Plow den 
Report in 1969, this book conveys 
no sense of urgency, or of conflict ; 
the Ideas expressed are so perfectly 
acceptable. Perhaps that is the price 
one must pay when tho authors are 
rs eminent in the educational estab- 
lishment as most of these.

which is a pica for a thorough- 
going revision of our model of 
knowledge, and, for good measure, 
ail equally drastic restructuring of 
the entire teaching profession.. The 
rest of rhe book is badly in need 
of some of Mr Oliver's whoosh ; 
although it is full of worthy oh- 
'serve tions, things that are certainly 
worth saying, ' unfortunate! v they 
•are not really worth the effort' of 
reading. 'If, as one contributor 
remarks, .“ we must change the 
attitudes of 80 per cent of. 
teachers ”, this is hnr.dly the i book 
to do it. 

Classroom Observations of Prim- 
ary School Children is a very dif- 
ferent response to the same report; 
it could be sybtirjed . “ What the 
Inspectors snw ". Mr Mills visited 
six primary schools, watch ill" one 
child in each for a whole day. He 
took copious notes, and here re- 
produces all the details with n good 
deaf of wry amusement. He en- 
joyed several excellent school din- 
ners (menus 1 included) and the 
highlight of his visiL.to one infant 
school was the rumour of a dead 
man In the Wendy House. 

I suppose it Is in the interests of 
same Kind of objectivity that Mr 
Mills is unfailingly generous to the 
teachers he observed, and never 
comments critically on anything he 
secs. Tills is not because there is 
nothing to criticize, ft is very 
depressing, for example, to read 
that Mike, aged five, spent the after- 
noon like this : 1.25 to 2.30 sitting on 
the carpet for story, poems, mime 
and more poems ;-2.30 to 2.45 in the 
playground; 2.45 to 3.20 silting on 
the carpcL for story, poems, mime 
and a prayer. No comment From Mr 
Mills. ■ - 

The book is, intended for students 
in teacher training when they meet 
to discuss classroom practice. If it

were to be used in a group led by 
a tutor prepared to abandon objec- 
tivity and take a stand on standards. 
1 can see some value in it. But it 
it's to be seen as "a microcosm of 
tiro educational scene" as Mr Mills 
claims. It is quite unacceptable. 
There must be many primary class- 
rooms where students could - find 
more to admire arid emulate. 

Talking, Listening mid Learning 
Is a latecomer in that it is really 
a response to the Bullock report. 
And a good thing too, in that many 
of us are still in pursuit of the 
elusive language-pollcy-ncross-the- 
curricutum. The first section of the 
book is a brief intro duetlon to 
language development, with out- 
lines of soma current theories and 
controversies. This section is 


intended for begin ners^but unfortu- 
nately is not as elementary as the 
authors claim, and it suffers as 
toell from a truly muddling refer- 
ence system. 

The rest of the book consists of 
transcriptions of children talking, 
with commentaries and questions 
for study and discussion ; the 
children are aged between six 

weeks and 11 years. There is ex- 

cellent material here for students 
looking at talking and listening, 
but the section on learning is the 
weakest. In spite of frequent 

references to the Work of Douglas 
Barnes, neither the authors, nor the 
teachers they recorded, seem to 

be convinced that the language of 
the teacher can faster the language 
skills of children in all areas of tne 


curriculum. Nor is there any 
cussion about the extent 
a teacher should concern hiS 
with assessing spoken IsngwJS 
how ifs to be done as ® % 
regular practice. Finally, -SrL!

It is hard to select a few 
examples among so many. Ev« 
simple sentences are difficult: 
“Education in primary schools u 
recent years has been one si 
change”, and complex ones much 
more so: “Objectives will be feu- 
ible only by psychological assess- 
ment with reasons why the teaebiag 
should be executed in ways to 
achieve diem." Definitions are 
very difficult indeed: “Language 
development, as illustrated by the 
Bullock- Report, is classification 
through the use of sets with heir- 
nrchical (sic) development occurring 
through inclusion when flowers ire 
used to demonstrate grouping inis 
classes." Please do not think (hat 
the full context for these remark!

In one unit in the BBC General 
Studies series this term are two 
programmes on' pregnancy and 
abortion; together they form a unit 
fSttticIcd Life and Death Before 
Birth, 

An Everyday Miracle takes a 
young couple, Peter and Tessa, ami 
follows Tessa through her preg- 
nancy. It is an account of what 
happens Inside the womb, the haz- 
ards threatening the normal deve- 
lopment of a baby and Tessa’s 
feelings. The programme also coo- 
tains some pretty amazing film of 
the inside of the womb showing 
^vitiation and fertilization and the 
growing baby. The film was taken 
using minute optical instruments 
to see directly inside tho body nnd 
is something of a scoop for Schools. 
Television— it will be shown on 
general BBC Television later in the 
year. 

* This sequence Is awesome in its 
?wn right and it is a pity therefore 
ill at the programme makers weren’t 
confident enough to waive the very 
intrusive music and allow the film 
jo apeak for itself. 

, In other ways, too, the' material 
ippears to have Imen handled diffi- 
dently; the mood changes uro be- 
wildering I One minute the tone is 
fsticmely matter-of-fact, the next 
romantic, and elsewhere almost 
pttudlin* 

' Thus wo have Peter and Tessa 
walking arm in arm in the spring 
time while light music plays In the 
background and the narrator ex.* 
plains that she has just discovered 
the u pregnane and a* few- minutes 
later a doctor is leaning over 
Tessa’s enlarging stomach describ- 
ing in incredible detail (no real doc- 
tor would spare this amount of 
time) the role of an uitrascan. The 
producer's laudable desire to en* 


reu rage a sense of wonder at the 
bin.ii process appears to have col- 
lided with the need to get across 
the mundane facta about pregnancy. 

However, even the music cannot 
detract from the amazing inside-the- 
womb sequence and for many 
people might not do so at all. 

The programme on Abortion is 
the first on this subject to be made 
by Schools Television. It goes imme- 
diately into the facts which make 
its production necessary today: 
abortion, is one of the commonest 
surgical operations ; 350 abortions 
arc performed each day ; and then 
looks at the law and outlines 
briefly the history of abortion. 

Filin of an anti-abortion march 
and then a pro-abortion march then 
sets the tone for the rest of the 
programme and from here oil it is 
mollify a series of monologues by a 
pro-abortion doctor and an anti- 
abortion clergyman, interspersed 
with an interview with a silhouetted 
girl who had her baby adopted and 
on apparently happy voting woman 
who decided to keep her child. 

The format seems unnecessarily 
restricted : could we not have had 
some more speakers including a 
woman who had had an abortion ? 
And why choose a clergyman as the 
anti-abortion representative. To 
'some pupils this might imply that 
only the religious take an anti- 
abortion stance, while agnostics and 
atheists would find it difficult to 
relate to the arguments. 

The ■ doctor too occasionally 
appears to be an unfortunate choice 
or speaker. Most viewers, I think, 
will blanche at his bland minimiza- 
tion of the psychological effects of 
abortion. Only a smell proportion, 
he says, regret it all their lives and 
these are usually women who have 
other large problems and ‘'would 
make poor mothers anyway”. 

At the end of the programme a 
, head teacher comments that schools 
are good' about teaching biology but 
bad about teaching about ' contra- 
ception 'and relationships. If they 
weren’t there would be less un- 
wanted pregnancies. These pro-, 
grammes are conscientious mid 
brave but slightly ham-fisted 
attempts to explore and educate an 
these neglected topics.

Seven Ages purports to be a series 
of seven documentaries based on 
the behavioural changes that take 
place during a lifetime and it is 
loosely intended to be educational 
for adults, but the programmes are . 
not broad enough for documen- 
taries or deep enough for education.

one of the labels will stick, .and 
yot within its serious limitations, iL 
makes oddly compulsive viewing. 

The first programme demon- 
strates how little the LWT ages 
correspond with Shakespeare’s, 
taking in both the mewling and 
puking and the creeping like snail 
unwillingly to school. The pro- 
gramme makers declare themselves 
in difficulty talking about children 
under the age of three or four 
because of people’s lack of con- 
scious memory of infancy and 
because of the impossibility of get- 
ting children of that age to express 
themselves coherently, 

Psychiatrists and others may well 
dispute the existence of these diffi- 
culties but the result is a good one : 
here at least the series admits to 
areas for conjecture, and it can be 
forgiven for the sake of some of 
the very pleasing footage of babies 
and children. 

Two parents talking about the 
sensuality of their baby offers one 
of the strongest , sequences : how 
much they like touching him, how 
much he likes being touched, and 
touching himself, is dealt with in a 
way that combines delicacy and won- 
der with down to earth common- 
sense. 

A brief stop at a nursery school 
and we are hurried on |d look at 
six-year-olds — ■“ children’s influence 
on each other becomes more itn-' 
partant and at . . aqven-year-olds, 
with their ritualistic games, their 
fierce notions of fairness, and their 
own regulation of rules. 

The programmes about adults are 
very differently based. Programme 
three looks at young adulthood. 


defined as 18-30 plus years, focused 
almost totally on marriage, and seen 
with the rigid gaze of the statisti- 
cian. 50 per cent of men ami 75 per 
cent of women are married by the 
age of 25. 80 per cent of men and 
90 per cent of women are married 
by the age of 30. The working 
classes marry earlier than the mid- 
dle classes. And so on. 

These patterns are broken only by

A 75th birthday tribute 
to Leonard Clark OBE 

A young teacher, hearing the name 
Leonard Clark, said: “Oh you mean 
the poet for children. 11 Leonard 
Clark docs not care for limiting 
labels but he would be happy to be 
Recognized by tlie description. He 
Ims. after oil, edited numerous 
aiunologiex of poerbv fur children 
and made his amvu original contri- 
bution in collections ns various as 
Stranger than Uni coins (Dobson) 
for the nine-year-olds upwards and 
The Singing Tima (Hodder and 
Stoughton) for the very youngest. 
But the contribution that most justi- 
fies the description Is his work 
fostering, nourishing and watchiug 
over the growth of poetry in schools - 
during the 30 years be served as 
Her Majesty's Inspector for Sobools- 

He was he right man at die right 
time in the early fifties to carry 
out a chief inspector’s Instruction 
to " put poetry on the map **. A 
practising poet liimseif, he brought 
others — such as Kathleen Raine, 
Edmund Blunden arid Robert 
Gittings — face to face with teachers, 
students .and children at poetry 
courses, readings and seminars that 
he organized and ran all over the 
country. 

He served on committees, contri- 
buted to innumerable official 
reports, poured forth a plethora of 
articles, all helping to make the* 
groundwork for the present aware- 
ness of the importance of poetry in 
schools— how it can and should be 
presented and encourage children 
to write their own poetry. It was 
this particular work tor poetry edu- 
cation, he thinks, that earned him 
the, QBE. in 1966. although ho 
characteristically aadsi .V All - my 
colleagues deserved it, every one of 
them." 

Poetry, children and education 
are the Inseparable strands ' .of 
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at the end of the fat stock prices 
in local Gloucestershire papers 
until, in 1925, the poet F. W. Har- 
vey suggested he put them together 
in a collection. Clark then came to 
London, first to teach In Camberwell 
and in 1936, then became a member 
of the inspectorate, serving in Ply- 
mouth throughout the bombing — 
recalled in An Inspector Remem - 
berSt his third volume of autobio- 
graphy — then up in the West Riding 
and finally in 1954 back to London 
to begin nis poetry crusade. 

All the time he was developing 
os a poet. The main influences on 
his work have been De La Mare, 
Androw Young, Eliot, Dylan 
Thomas and, in mi added dimen- 
sion, Traherne and Blake, who are 
important to the visionary side of 
Leonard Clark who would “ write 
simply about significant things so 
that the answer is profound . . 
that is "always looking for the 
macrocosm in the microcosm ", and 
sees in children living evidence of 
man's eternal nature. 

It is this profound belief and a 
deep respect for tiho integrity of 
children that makes Clark demand 
genuine poetry be offered to the 
young. But there is nothing re- 
stricted about this concept. "It
